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NOTICE 

In accordance with the instructions of the Executive Com- 
mittee and of the convention the Secretary prepares and sends 
to chapter officers ofHcial blanks or sets of instructions with 
regard to methods of procedure. It is evident that these are not 
passed on from one official to his successor, and the Secretary 
has had as many as three inquiries from the same chapter within 
the limit of six months, all of which were specifically answered 
by a notification sent from the Executive Committee before the 
first inquiry was received. It would greatly aid in conducting 
the business of the society in these days of high prices for labor 
and materials, if chapter secretaries would secure a means of 
filing these general notices and would pass on such a file to their 
successors. The same is true of the blanks furnished for sending 
in orders for associate membership emblems, for mailing lists of 
"The Quarterly," etc. 

EDITORIALS 

The attention of all chapter officers and members is especially 
directed to the fact that the associate membership emblem has been 
copyrighted by the society. It is, furthemiore, being manufactured 
under contract exclusively for the society. It is not for sale to any 
individual or by any firm of jewelers. The general convention of 
the society has voted that such emblems shall be ordered only through 
the Secretary and only on prepayment of cost. To carry out these 
instructions, the Secretary has provided order blanks which have 
been sent to chapter secretaries. Each chapter secretary should call 
the attention of newly elected associate members to the conditions 
under which the emblem may be secured. 
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The early records of the general conventions of the Sigma Xi 
Society have been published, with the exception of the minutes of 
the first and second general conventions, which are in existence in 
the manuscript form in which they were prepared by the secretaries 
at the time. A brief outline of the action of these conventions was 
published in the Quarter Century Record and History. Since that 
time many have expressed an interest in the doings of those gather- 
ings which laid the foundations of Sigma Xi policy and gave form 
and impetus to the movement for its expansion. In response to this 
request, the Executive Committee asked the Secretary some time 
ago to provide for the printing of these documents in the Quarterly, 
and it is in accordance with this action that the minutes of the two 
conventions are printed in this number. 

It is interesting to note in the minutes of the second convention 
of Sigma Xi (see p. 84) that as early as 1895 Wabash College had 
corresponded with President C. C. Brown "on the subject of a pros- 
pective application from that institution." The minutes of that 
convention are first printed in this number and here is printed also 
an account of the founding of a Sigma Xi Club at Wabash College. 
Apparently this is the first organization of that type to be estab- 
lished in any college.
